tleibcl, the blind musician. His very 
soul seemed to speak through the lips 
of his tinkers as they so deftly glided 
over the ivory keys of the organ and 
piano. A« one listened tn tlie express- 
i\e soul-stirring music there was a 
something beyond and above what 
was hcnid from the instrument. And 
as his musical, gentle \oicc gave ut- 
terance from the pulpit one felt the 
real heart and soul of the man. Ko 
pathetically touching was It when he 
prefaced his remarks with "I cannot 
look into your tares as you look Into 
mine for I see only the 'cner during 
dark,1 but as 1 walk through the val- 
ley of tlie shadow 1 know my Hhei>- 
hcid." 


I thought what a sermon and it 


seems that nothing can be added to 
the expression by comment. Perhaps 
tills is his mission in tbe world, to 
show us how blind we are in spite of 
all we sec. 


His life is a pointed reminder of 


what may he done when the use of 
the senses, on which we heavily de- 
pend, are ours no longer; and tills 
life shows us clearly, that most of us 
live too much the life of the senses, 
and do not pay enough attention to 
the thirst and hunger of the soul. We 
need, by any and all means, to learn 
how much there is in (lie two worlds 
of the seen and the unseen that is in- 
effable. There arc many kinds of 
blindness. 
And though* none can 


help pitying those who are dcpiived 
of tlie beauties of nature and ait and 
tbe human countenance, and none 
thus allilctcd can well help feeling a 
sense of great loss in thia lack, the 
fact remains that the physically blind 
are usually happy and nearly always 
industrious and cheerful. They rind 
compensation for their loss in ways 
which seeing people cannot under- 
stand. Unlike the mentally or spirit- 
ually blind, they seem to he aided by 
other senses rendered more acute and 
cultivated to perform, in u sense, sonic 
of the functions of the eye itself. 


Tho number of those physically 


blind, however, is small when com- 
pared with the multitude, which, 
"having eyes and see not." Here we 
draw near to those who are equipped 
mentally and physically und who are

Halley'. Comet Coming. 


Halley's comet, so-called 
because 


Mr. Halley was the first astronomer 
to discover its presence and to give 
an exact account of it, is now on its 
way for a visit to the earth and the 
sun. It 
makes us a visit every 


seventy-six years. Its main object, 
of course, is to visit our sun, because 
this comet belongs to our solar sys- 
tem, arid is really one of the sun's 
satellites, the same as the earth Is. 
It passes regularly around the sun, 
just as each of our eight primary 
planets do. But there Is this differ- 
ence, that while the paths of each 
of the planets Is nearly a circle, the 
path of the Halley comet is a greatly 
elongated ellipse. It comes around 
close to the sun, and then flies far off 
irom it; so far that it takes seventy- 
six years to make a single Journey. 
When the comet comes closest it is 
within 44 million miles of the sun, 
nnd when it U farthest away it is 
about 8000 million miles from the sun. 
When this comet comes to visit the 
sun, the earth is right on Its road, 
almost, and it will pass within about 
six million miles from us, and that 
Is very much closer to us than any 
planet, or any other heavenly body 
ever conies; except, of course our own 
moon, which belongs to the earth, 
and is never more than 240,000 miles 
away from us.

The story told by William Klein,

does not matter. 1 hose who regard

by representatives of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company regarding 
the projected change of the lino of the 
road; through the borough.
